Listen: now are we the sona

and women who love God and are saved b y Christ are 
earth’s nob lest and b est. 
This is dignity.

It reveals the worth of others: 
Christianity gets a church full of people who think 
others are worth saving. That is the missionary spirit 
of the Savior. 
God has no use for b igots. 
A father

gets us to thinking in terms of the glory, power, worth- 
whileness and heavenly value of others. 
Really others

Christianity eliminates 
casts and all class hatreds.

We wrcre not meant to b e scared either b y men or 
devils. Poor China and India: 
Their religions are such 
that life 13 full of terror.

T here w as none of the thrill of! 
crowded grand stands In the race that 
Rergt. H arold Baldwin describes In 
“Holding the Line.” 
It was run by 
men so exhausted that 
they could 
scarcely stand. 
Yet in that slow, stum­ 
bling rac e there was more self-denial 
more heroism, more indomitable cour­ 
age than could go into the breaking of 
world’s records. 
It was midnight, Sergeant Baldwin 
say s, and as hot as Hades when we 
started from tlie banks of the Yser. 
We had been some 22 day s constantly 
in action ; again and again we had been 
launched info the line fo help our ter­ 
ribly hard-p ressed French and British 
comrades. 
Ev ery time a tornado of 
German artillery fire op ened up , we 
stood ready to adv ance across op en 
ground to the front line. 
Judge, then, 
of our condition for a 25-mile march. 
At the beginning, they sent 11» at the 
double between batteries of roaring 
75 and GO-p ounders. 
Tho awful din 
was the finishing touch, and our nerv es 
went snap . 
At last we wen» clear, 
and we settled down to a steady hike. 
< >n, on, we tram p ed ! 
Would we nev ­ 
er halt? 
One after the other exhaust­ 
ed men fell. 
Men dozed as they walk­ 
ed. fell as they dozed, lay where they 
fell. 
At last, as day was breaking, they 
took us into a field. 
H ere a drink of 
hot tea, some food and a rest of one 
hour rev iv ed us somewhat. 
I noticed th a t one of the officers was 
carry ing a p up p y in his arms. 
It wm 
only a few day s old, and I marv eled 
at his wonderful heart in forgetting 
his own troubles and caring for the 
p oor little help less creature. 
On again, all through the blazing 
heat of the day we hiked. 
Tommies 
would walk with us, easing our lot 
In 1 heir rough, kindly manner. 
They 
p romised us Fritz should p ay dearly 
f o r his dastardly gas attack before 
they w ire through. 
On, on, till we 
entered Bailleul. 
T hank God I 
Rest, 
we thought. 
But no, ev er on. 
And then the men, the limit of en­ 
durance reached and m ad with disap 
p ointment, began to get In an ugly 
mood. 
Discip line was sorely strained, 
and we op enly shouted our op inion of 
the officers to their faces. 
And then we witnessed n thing that 
brings tears to my ey es ev ery time 1 
think of it. 
Those officers of ours 
were in no better 
shap e than our­ 
selv es; in fact, owing to their resp on* 
glhllity , they were in worse p light. In­ 
stead of m arking down the offenders 
for future p unishment, they Inflicted 
worse p unishment on us by making 
us thoroughly ashamed of ourselv es. 
Lining up across the road, they hade 
us halt for a sp ace, telling us that they 
had a bet to decide, and it must he 
decided nt once. 
They were going to 
run a race. 
Their effort was p itiful In 
the extreme. 
Although they started 
out brav ely enough, after a few p aces 
one, then another staggered and fell; 
but they struggled to their feet and 
staggered away again. 
A fter such an 
exhibition of courage, w hat could we 
do or say ? 
Not only Was it a lesson 
to us, hut it is one of the grandest 
memories I hav e. 
There were those 
battle-weary men, utterly worn out, 
with nerv es on edge, scarcely able to 
walk, y et to show th at they were game 
to 1 he end they went through the three­ 
fold agony of that race.—Youth’s Com­ 
p anion.

WHIP GRAFTING IS FAVORED 
» 
Method 
Has 
Advantage -of 
Being 
Adapted to Small Plants—Can Be 
• 
Done Du ring Winter. 


(From the United States Department or 
Aj?r1eu it''T-e t 
Whip grafting is the one almost 
u niversally u sed In root grafting. 
It 
it s ihe advantage of being well adapt­ 
ed to small plants only one or two 
years of age, as well as the other great 
consideration that it can tie done in­ 
doors du ring the comparative leisu re 
of winter. 
The graft is made by cu tting the 
stock off diagonally-—one long, smooth 
cu t with a slmm knife, leaving abou t 
three-fou rths of an inch of cu t su r­ 
face. 
Place the knife abou t one-third 
of the distance from the end of the 
cu t su rface, at right angles to the cu t, 
and split tiie stock in the direction of 
Its long axis. 
Cu t the lower end of 
the scion in ltke manner, and when the 
two parts art» forced together the cu t 
su rfaces \tlll fit neatly together and 
will nearly cover the other if scion and 
stock are of the same size. A difference 
in diameter of the two parts to he 
u nited may he disregarded u nless it lie 


Make Carefu l Inspection and Remove 
All Branches Broken by Storms 
or Heavy Crop. 


Inspect carefu lly all fru it trees and 
remove any branches that have been 
broken by su mmer storms or a heavy 
crop of fru it. 
If only slightly broken 
they may be propped u p in su ch a way 
as to grow back together. 
If not re­ 
move by sawing off right u p close to 
the main body of the tree or other 
branch from which it comes. 


CAREFULLY PICK ALL APPLES 


Each Specimen Shou ld Be Placed In 
Basket, Box or Barrel So as 
Not to Bru ise It.

too great. 
After the scion and stock 
have been locked together they shou ld 
be wrapped with five or six tu rns of 
waxed cotton to hold the parts firmly 
together. 
While top grafting may be done in 
this way, it is in root grafting that the 
whip graft finds its distinctive field. 
When the roots arc cu t into lengths ot 
two to five or six inches to be u sed as 
stocks, the operation is known as piece- 
root grafting. 
.Sometimes the entire 
root is u sed. 
The roots are du g and the scions 
are cu t in the fall and stored. 
The 
work of grafting may he done du ring 
the winter months. 
When the opera­ 
tion has been performed, the grafts 
are packed away in moss, sawdu st or 
sand in a cool cellar to remain u ntil 
spring. 
It is Important that the place 
of storage shou ld he cool, else the 
grafts may start into growth and he 
ru ined, or heating and rotting may oc­ 
cu r. If the temperatu re is kept low— 
not above 40 degrees F.—there will he 
no growth except caliu sing and the 
knitting together of stock and scion. 
In ordinary propagation by means ot 
whip grafts, the scion Is cu t with abou t 
three bu ds, and the stock is nearly as 
long as the scion. 
The graft is so 
planted as to bring the u nion of stock 
j 
and scion not very far below the su rface 
of the grou nd; bu t where the trees arc 
requ ired to be especially hardy In or­ 
der to stand severe winters, lyid the 
roots u sed are not known to be so 
hardy as the plants from which the 
scions have been cu t, a different plan 
is adopted. 
The scions are cu t mu ch 
longer and the roots may be cu t short­ 
er, and the graft is planted so deep a\ji 
to cau se roots to Iss&j from the loverf.
